I went now very shortly to consider the question of employment of 
prisoners of war, Under Article 31 of the Geneva Convention it misht have 
been permissible to employ prisoners on certain work in connection with the 
raw materials of the armament industry. But the statement made by Milch 
at the Central Planning Soard on thc 16th of February 1943 in the presence 
of Speer and Sauckel had no lezal justification at all. He dois, if you wi:

That was obviously flagrantly illegale Nobody could have had the faintest 
doubt about ite The minutes record no protest, It has not been snecested 
that Goering or any of ihe others who must have read the minutes and known 
what was going on, rezarded this outrage by the effective head of the German 
4ir Force as in any way unusual, 

Hinmler's cynical words spoken at Posen on the kth October 1943 on th 
Subject of the Russian prisoners captured in the early days cf the campaign 
ought acain to be put on record for history : 

"At that time we did not value. the mass of humanity as we value it tc 
day as raw material, as labour, hat, after all, thinking in terms of gene- 
rations is not to be regretted but is now deplorable by reason of the loss 
of labour is that the prisOners died in tens and hundreds of thousands of

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I turn now to the murder of the Commandos.

o minimise its effect and that it was not up to the indivi. val to cuestion 

the directives of a superior.

Ihe answer to these defences, in sc far as the @fenses aro not purely 


dishonest, is that the security precautions provided in the order itself 
were the plainest indication that the facts stated in the first para^raph 
did not constitute any justification which would bear the li ht of day. Nc 
hi-her decree of precaution accompanied the Kucel Order, Nacht und Nebel Or 
der, or any other of their brutal orders, That the shocklin incident at 
Dieppe had nott: to do with it appears from Jodl's staff memorandum of t 
llth October’ 192 which states in terms that the Fuchror!s aim was to pre- 
vent the Commando method cf warin- war by droppin: small detachments who à.

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The cancellation of the order in 1934 is further evidence that those 


responsible for it reco-nised their guilt, zuilt which was perhaps best 


sumarised b, the entry in the War Diary of the Naval War S, aff wihh revard 


to the shoctin- of the Commandos taken in uniform at Rordeauxs "Something 
new in International Lawe Yet Raeder and his Chief of S'aff were prepared 
to initial that entry. Kaltenbrunner's knowledge is clearly shown by his 
Lotter to the Armed Forces Plannin. Staff of the 23rd January 19h45 referrin 
to it in detail and disputine its application to particular caterories. 

Othermen have already been sentenced to @ath for execution of this or 
men whose only defence was that they obeyed an order from their superiors. 
I refcr to the membzrs of the SD whe were executed for the murder cf the 
crew of Motor Torpedo Boat 345 in Norway and General Lostler in Italy. 
Innumerable instances from their own records have been rovc arainst t 
defendantse Shall they escape ? You will remember the attitude of the 
Nazi rcople!s Court $, in 194) to the pea of superior orders, 

The Commando Order cannot compare in wickedness or brutality with 
the "acht und Nebel Qrder (Nicht and Fo;. Order) of the 7th Decemher 191. 
The Hitler directive sivned by Keitel, after prescribin- tho death penalty 
for offences encan-erin: the security or state of readiness of the occupyin 

orders the removal to Germany of offenders, other than those whose 
execution could be completed in a very short time, under circumstances whic? 
would deny any in. ormation with resard to their fate. And Keitel's coveri 
letter cf the 12th December ives the reason : 

"Efficient and endurine intimidation can only be achieved either by 
capital punishment or by measures by which the relatives of the criminals 
and tho population do not know the fate of the criminal, This aim is achie- 
ved when the criminal is transferred to Germany," 

It is interestin. to contrast that statement written when Keitel thou; 
that Germany was winnin: the war with his evidence before the Tribunal, He 
sail, you will remember : 

"Penal servitude would be considered dishonourable by these patriots 
By -oin. to Germany they would suffer no dishoncur." 

This decree was still beine enforced in February 19): when the 
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Commanders of some 18 concentration camps were bein; reminded of its purpose

"After the failure of purely military activities such as the placing 
of sentries and combing through the newly occupied territorios with whole 
divisions, even the armd forces had to look out for new mthodse The Action 
group under took to search for now methodse Soon therefore the armed forces 
adopted the experiences of the security police and their methods of combating 
the partisanse" 

One of these methods is described in the sane report in these words: 
"After a village had been surrounded, all the inhabitants were forcibly 
shepherded into the main squarée The persons suspected on account of 
confidential information and the other villagers were interrogated and thus 
it was possible in most cases to find the people who helped the partisans, 
Those were either shot offhand, or ,if further interrogations promised 
useful information, taken to Headquarterse After the interrogation they were 
Shot. In order to get a deterring cffect the houses of those who hod helped 
the partisans were burnt down on several occasions," 

ind then, after stating that villagers wore always threatened with the 
burning of the whole village, the report adds: 

"The tactics to put terror against terror succeeded marvellouslye"™ 

The Einsatz Commandos were,as Ohlendorf stated, under Kaltanbrunner's 
cormand, but the orders under which they were acting cannot have exceeded in 
severity those which were issued by Keitele The Fuehrer order issued by 
him on 16th December 1942 on the combating of partisans states: 

"If the fight atainst the partisans in the east as well as in the 
Balkans is not waged with the most brutal means, we w 11 shortly reach the 
point wen the available forces are insufficient to control this areae It 
is therefore not only justifiable but it is the duty of the troops to use 
all means without restriction — even against women and children so Long as 
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it ensures suceesse'! 

Three dsys later he and Rit ;ntrop were informing their Italian oppo- 
Site numbers at breakfast that 3 

"The Fushrer had declared that the Serbian conspirators were to be 
turned out and that no zentle methods might be used in doing tiise" 

Keitel interjected : 

"every village in which partisans were found had to be burnt down,e" 

Two months later “ibbentrop as urging the Italian Ambassador in Berli: 
to greater brutality in dealing with the partisans in Croatia 

"The gangs had to be exterr ted and that included men women and chil. 
dren as their continued existence imperilled the lives of German and Italian 
men, women and children," 

Goering appears to have assisted Hi-mler in recruiting the necessary 


personnel for anti-partisan work and he recorded ty a Cabinet Youncillor 
on the 2lith of September 1942 2s stating that ho was looking for daring 
fellows for employment in the Eas as Special Purpose Units anc that he was 
considering convicts and poachers for the purpose. His idea was 3: 

"in the regions assigned for their operations these bands, whcse first 
task should be to destroy the communications of the partisan groups, could 
murder burn and ravishe In Geruany they would once azain come under strict 
supervisione" 


å month later he save the ince a description of Germany's method in 


comattinsg the partisans in the following terms: 
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"To begin with the entire livestock an? all foodstuff is taken away 
from tho arens concerned so as to deny tho partisans all sources of food. Men 
ani women are taken away to Labor camps, children to children's camps and 
tho villages burnt lome». Should atcrcks occur, then the entire male populati 
of villages would be lined up ono s.e anc the women on the other site. Tho 
women would be told that all men vo uld be shot unless they (the women) indica- 
tod which of tho men did not belong the village. In ordcr to save thoir mex 
tho womon nlways pointed out tho stranger." 

These methods were not confined to the Enst. They wero coing on 

"ecupic? territory.  .horovor the 
stance wns offered tho Gorman answer was to attempt to stamp 
with thc utmost brutalitye lt would not be difficult to rival tho 
ovents of Lidice nn! Oradour sur G1: ie by a hundred other instances. 
Ono of the most brutal expedients -- the taking of hostages was the sub-

I pass on to matters with which he, and Doenitz were more immecintcly 
rosponsible. The Gonduct of the war at sca reveals exactly the same pattern 
of utter disregard for law ani for cdeconcye There can seldom have bocn an 
occasion when the minis of two naval. commanders have been so clearly read 
from their documents as those of the defendants Raeder and Doonitz that oon 
be reac in the present casos 

4s carly as the rd Scptember 1939 t.c German Navy, in a memorandum to 
the Foroign Office, wero seeking agrccmont to a policy of sinking without 
warning both enemy and neutral merchant ships in cis gard of o London 
Submarino Rulos, their own Frice Or'inanco an? of International Low. <A sorics 
of cocuments during the following six wooks reveals constant pressuro on the 
Forcign Office by Raeder to consent to this policy. 

On the 16th October 1939 Racder produced a memorandum on “tho intonsi- 

tion of naval war agains nelence In this document, having proclaimed 

tho"utmost ruthlessness" as necessary an? the intention to destroy Britain's 
fichting spirit within the shortest -ossible timc, Raeder went on to says 

"The principal target is the merchant ship, not only the cnomy's but

Nothing reveals moro of tho cynicism 
or opportunism with which Raedor an’ Doenitz treated International Law than 
the contrast between their attitudo towards tho sinking of a Spanish ship in 
1940 and that in Scptember 1942, In 1940 Spain did not matter to Germany; 
in 1942 she did. 

Details with regard to the various successive measures taken in the 
course of putting into effect the policy of sink at sight do not require 
recapitulation but there aro two features of the con^uct of naval warfare by 
these two defendants which I amphar.zo. irst, they contintied to put out to 
the world that they wore oboying tho London Rules and their own Prize 
OrcCinanec, The reason for that appears in Raeder's memorandum of the 30th 


Decembor 1939 where he says:

Speer admitted = how could he deny it - thc knowledge and approval 
of the way the workers were enrolled and brought to Germany against their 
will; therewas 4altenbrunner's letter to his friend Blaschke: 


"For special reasons I have in the meantine given orders 
tc ship several evacuation transports to Vienna, at 
present four shipments with approximately 12,000 Jews 
are pending. They should reach Vienna within the next 
few days e... Women unable to work and children of those

"The men were thrown together in such a catastrophic manner 
that no medical treatment was possible...eIlt secme to me 
unworthy of human beings that people shouid find themselves 

in such a positionee.. Every day at least ten mon were brought 
to me whose bodios were covered with bruises on account of the 
ccntinual beatings with ruber tubes, stecl switches or sticks. 
The people were often writhing with pony and. it was impossible 
for me to give them even a little mddical aic....It was diffi- 
cult for me to watch new such suffering people could be 
directed to do heavy workeee ead pecple often lay for two 

or three days on the pxlliasses until their bodics stank so 
badly that fellow prisonors tock them cutside and buried them 
Somewherdeeees I WAS a Witness during a conversation with 

Some iussian women, who told me personally that they were 
employed in Krups factory and that they were beben daily 

in a most besti nanner Beating was the order of the cay." 


By the end of 1943 more than five million men, women and chilcren 
were working in the Reich and if we incluce prisoncrs of war thé total 
of those working in Germany was at this datejust umer 7,000,000,

general manner in which the Defendants conducted the belligerent occupation 
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of the térritories which they had overrun, 


The cvidence that these territories were thescene of murder, slavery, 


terrorism and spoliatinn on a scale without precedent in history, in breach 
of the elementary rules as to bellizerent occupation has not really been 
seriously challenged. These crimes were in no sense sporadic or isolated 
depending on the sadism of a Koch here or eruclty by a Frank thoro, They 
were part and parcel of a deliberate and systematic plan of which their 
action in regard to slave labour was a lust symptom. In order to establish 
the "1,000-year Reich", they set out to accomplish the extermination or 
permanent weakening of the racial and national groups of Europe or of those 
sections, such as the intelligentsia, on which the survival of those groups 
must largely depende 

The origin of this terrible attempt upon the existence of free and 
ancient nations goes back to the whole Nazi doctrine of total war which 
rejected war as being merely against States and their armics, as in 
national law provides, Nazi total war was also a war against civilian 
. populations, against whole peoples, Hitler told Keitel at the ond of 


the Folish campaigns

Their aims wont boyon morc Cormanisation, tho imposing of tho Gcrman cultural 
pattern upon other peoplos. Hitler was resolved to expel non-Gormans from thc 
Soil ho required, but that they owned, and colonize it by Germanse This is 
plainly stated in "Mein Kampf! 

"ee. The Polish policy in tho sonsc of a Germanisation of tho East, 


demanded by so many, was rooted unfortunately almost always in thc samo wr ne 
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conclusion. Here tro it was boliovoed that one could bring about a 
Germanisation of tho Polish clement by a purely linguistic intorration 
into the German nationalitye Here ts. the result would have been an 
unfortunate ones; pople of an alion race, expressinz its alien 
thought in the German language, compromising the hcicht and dignity 

of our own nationality by its wm inferiority." 

Himmler put it even mre cloarly: 

"it is not cur tabk to Gormoniso inst in the ^12 sense, that is 

to teach tho peoplo there tho German lanrunre and the German law, 

but t^ seo t» it thet only people of rurely Germanic blood live 

in the Erst." 

The Cefencants were careful to conceal their true aims from their victims.

I mean the extermination of the Jews. If there were no other crime a-ainst 
these men, this on. alone, in which all of them were implicated, woulc suffi: 
History holds no parallel to these horrors. 

AS Soon as the prospect oí a Secong Worle War became a certainty, 
Streicher, wh had preached this infamous doctrine as far back as 1925, beza 
in carnest to advocate annihilation, As he, on his om acmission, had been 
instrumental in effectins the  Nurnber: Decrees by years of propacanca in 
favour of racial laws, so now, in January 1939, anticipatin. the war which 
was t. come, he benan, in articles published in the Sturmer with "the full 
suport of the hi.hest Reich auth rity", to cemanc with all vehemence the 
vhysical extinction cf the Jewish race. Unless words have completely lost 
their meanin., what do these mean but murder : 

"They must be exterminatod root and branchtt 

"Then will the criminal race be fcrever eradicated" 

"Then will they slay the Jews in masses" 

"Prepare a -rave from which there can be no resurrection!

cf the Jews in Warsaw was only typical of the fate of the Jews in every oth 
ghetto in Poland, 

"hen they were not alauzhtered in the shettos theinselves they were 
transported to the «as chamberse Hvess, Commandant of Auschwitz, described

"I visited Treblinka to find wut how they carried out their extermina- 
tionse The Camp Commancant at Treblinka told me that he ha. liquidated 
80,000 in the course of one half-year.

In April 1943, Hitler and Ribbentrop were prossinc the Regent Horty to 
take action arcinst tho Jews in Hungary e Horthy asked: 
"That should he do with the Jews now that he had deprived 
them of almost all possibilities of livelihood; he could 
not kill them off, The Reich Foreicn linisterdeclared 
that the Jews must be either extorminated or taken to 


concentration camps. There was no other possibility." 


Hitler explained: 


"In Poland the state of affairs had been fundamentally 


cleared up. If tho Jews thoro did not vont to work they 
were shot. If they could not work they had to succomb. 
They had to be treated like tuberculosis baccillac. Thi 
was not crucl if one remembered that even innocent creatures 
of nature, such as haros and deer, have to be killed so 
that no harm is caused by thon." 


In September 1942, Ribbentrop's State Secretary, Luther, was vritins: 
"The R ich Foreirn iiinistcr has instructed me today by 
telephone to hasten as much as possible tho evacuation of 
the Jews from different countrics..eec. After a short 
lecture on the evacuation now in proeress in Slovenia, 

Croatia, Rumania and the Occupied Torritorios, the Reich 
Forcim “inister has ordored that wo are to approach the 
Bulcarian, Hunearian and Danish Governments with the goal 
of getting evacuation started in those countries," 
By the ond of 1944, 400,000 Jews from Hungary alone had been executed in 
Auschwitz, In the German Emtassy in Bucharest, tho files containcd a 


memorandums: 


"110,000 Jews aro being ovacuated from Bukovina and 
Bessarabia into two forests in the arca of tho rivor Pu^,..... 
The purpose of tho action is the liquidation of these Jas." 
Day by day, over years, women wore holding their children in their arms an

"For somemonths past, insano, feeble-minded and epileptic 
patients of ate and private medical establishments have 
been transferred tc another institution on theorders of 
the Reich Defense Councile Their relatives, even when the 
patient was kept ot their cost, ^re not informed cf the 
transfer until efter it has taken place. Mostly they arc 
informed a few weeks after that the patient concerned has 
died of an illness snc thatowine tc the danzer of infection 
body has had to be cremated. 4t a superficial cstimte 
sevoral hunlr.d.potionts of an iastitution in Wurttemberg 
along must have met their death in this way ee. Owing tc

If the common people of Germany knew anc were complaining of these 
relatively insignificant murders, when the Ministries of Justice, of the 
Interior and of Church .ffairs wore receiving protests from tho Bishops 
of two districts far removed from cach other, on what was common knowledge 
in their dioceses, how much grert er were the security problems of the 
In May 1942 an SS leader reporting to Berlin 


Binsatz Comandos in the East, 

on a tour of inspection of the pro ross of the extermimtion Crive wrote 

of the gas v2ns: 
"By having small windows introduced, one on each side of 
the smaller van and two on cach sice of thebiczer van, such 
as one secs often cn peasant's houses in the country, I have 
had the vehicles in grovp D disguised to look like vans for 
living in. The cars are so well known tht nct only the 
authorities but alsc the civilian population allude it is 
as the "Death as Soon as one cf these vehicles appear. 
In my opinion even with camouflage it cannot be kept secret 
or any length of time." 

Can these defendants have remainec in ignorance? What peculiar dis- 
ronsati.n of providence was there thatprotectcc them from knowledge of these 
matters which were their concern? 

This slaughter of the aged and imbeciles = the subject of gossip thr ugh- 
out Germany anc of articles inthe vorld press - must have been known to 
every one of these mene How much more then must they have known of the 
concentration camps which, during those years, covered like a rash the whole 
of Germany and the occupied territories. If only they cout acquiesce in the 
mercy killings, with what favour they must have regarded the extermination 
ofthe Jews. 


In 1939 there ha? been six main concontraticn camps = Dachau, S^ehsen- 


hausen, Buchenwal?, Mauthausen, Fl-ssenburg and Ravensbrucke  Frick'!s 
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bucget for the Ministry of the Interior for that year includes a sum of 
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RMS. 21,155,000 for armed SS and concentration camps = no less thon a fifth 
of the total budzet,. By April 1942 thers had been added to those six camps 
nino more, anc mere werc to follow afterwards. 

But these were only the core of the systom. Like planets, cach of them 
had its attendant satellites.  Zicreis has given you some icea of the exe 
tent of this system. He describes the subsidiary camps that were based on 


iauthausen alone. 33 of them he mentioned by name, giving the numbers of

science and his loader. N mao chose, as tasses men dic, to abdicate 
their consciences in favour cf this monster of their own excotion can ome 
p lain now if they are hold resvoncible for complicity in what their 
monster did. 

And least of all, Hess, The role Hess played in the Nazi Ia rty is 
well established, But not content with creating the Monster, he aided it 
in every mspect ci its monstrous work. 

I monticn only one instancee You will recall, in connection with the 
extermination of the Eastern peoples, his direction to sarty Officials to 


support recruitment for the Waffen SSe He said, 
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"it consists of National Socialists who 2re more 
suitable than other armed units for the specific 
tasks to be solved in the occupied eastern t erri- 
torics, owing to their intensive National Socialist 
training in regard to questions of rade seninaticn- 
ality." 
Rib^entrop!s part, also, is clear. No one in history has so 
Ciplomacy: no cne been guilty of meaner treachery.

Can ho, as Reich irotector for Bohemi- and Moravia ddny rosyonsioility 
for the deportations of thousands of Jews from his territory tothegas 
chambers of auschwitz, only a fow miles across tho frnticr? 

Of Streicher ono need say nothing. Here is a man more responsible, 
perhaps, than any, for the most frightful crime the world has ever known, 
For 25 years the cxterminaticn of the Jews had been his terrible ambition.

For 25 years he had educated the iman pecple in the philoscphy of hate, 
of brutality, of murder. He hacincited andcprepared them to support the 
Nazi policy, to accept onc participate in the brutal persecution anc slaugh! 
cf millicns ofhis fellow men.  Yithcut him these things could not hove been. 
It is lone since he forfciter all right to live. 

The fact that the defendants Schacht and Funk dalt chiefly with 
economics ou:ht not blind the Tribunal to their important part in the gcn- 
eral plane Schacht says that ho had clean hands in this mattcr. It is 
for youto save Schacht played his part in bringing Hitler tc powcr. He 
says he th.ught that Hitler was "a manwith whom «ne c:uld co-operate", am 
assured Hitler thathe could always count on him "as your reliable assistant! 


He helped to econsclicate the Nazi position an? he was the main figure in 


collecting election funds from the industrislists, 
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It then became his task to provide the economic plan and machinery necessary 
to launch and maintain aggression. i.e knew the policy about the Jews, he 
knew the methods Hitler was using to build up his power, he knew the ultimate 
aim was aggression. But he continued to play his part. Messerszith has 
summed w> his work: 
"Yet by Schacht's resourcefii.esm, his complete financial 
ruthlessness and his absolute cynicism Schacht was able to 
maintain and to establish the situation for the Nazis. Un- 
questionably, without this complete lending of his capacities 
to the Nazi Government, and all of its ambitions it would have 
been impossible for Hitler and the Nazis to develop an armed 
force sufficient to permit Germany to launch an aggressive 
ver, 
The fact that that vas in Schacht's mind was shown at a very early date most 
clearly in a secret report issued by his liinistry of Economics on 30th 
September 193). I have already referred to his Deputy's report showing the 
amazing detail in which plans and preparations for the management of German 
economy in time of war had been worked out before Schacht resigned in 1937.

It is not surprising that on Schacht's 60th birth 


Minister of War, von Blomberg, seid to hin: 


"ijithout your help, my dear Schacht, nono of thi 
could have taken place," 


In the witness box Schacht says that as carly as the second half of 193) 
and the first half of 1935 he found ho :..5 "wrong in thinking! that Hitler vould 
bring the "revolutionary forces" of Nazism into the regular atmosphere and he 
discovered that Hitler did nothing to stop the excesses of individual Party 
Members or Party Groups. He was pursuing a "policy of terror". 
That accords very closcly with Schacht's statenont to the Amorican 
Ambassador in September 193};: 
" eeeethe Hitler Party is absolutely committed to war and 
the people too are ready and vwillin,;. Cnly a few Governnont 
officials are aware of tho danger and aro opposed," 
Schacht's further suggestions that his purpose in the Governnent vas to 
be critical and was to act as a brake aro as we submit, impossible to reconcile 
with his ovn actions. He need not have become Minister of Economics 
according to his owm account, but he did so; nonctheless. In lay 1935, the 


month in which he undertook his task as Gencral Plenipotentiary for “Jar Economy, 


"to put all economic forces in the scrvico of carrying on the var and to 
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secure the He of tho German people cconomically", he wrote to Hitler: 
"A expenditures which are not urgently needed in other 
matters must stop and the entire, in itself small, financial 
power of Germany must be concentrated toward tho one goal =- 
to arm." 

In liay 1936 he told a secrot meeting of Nazi iünistors that his programme 
of financing armaments had meant "the commitment of the last reserve fron 
the beginning". He said he would continue towork sinco he stood "with 
unswerving loyalty to the Fuchrer because ho fully recognises tho basic idea 
of National Socialian". 

In 1937, when Hitlor bestowed tho Goldon Party badge upon him, Schacht 
appealed to all his colleagues: 


"further to devoto with all their hearts their entire strength 
to the Fuchrer and the Reich, The German futuro lios in the 
hands of our Fuchror." 


Tho mercy killings; the porsocution of tho Joys, These th ings must have boo 
known at that timo. Were his hands 

in the light of these qu ) > is 1 unexpected to find Ambassador 
Dodd, whom Schacht counted among his fricnds, recalling in his diary on 21.12.: 


tuch as ho dislikes Hitlor's Peine iig ho (Schacht) as most 
othor cminent Germans wishes ee phen without war if possible, 
with war if the United States will koop bende of f," 


These quotations, in our submission, make it clear that Schacht know well 
that Hitler's aim was war very nuch carlier than ho himself acmits. He does 
admit, however, that he know that the plot to discredit General von Fritsch 
meant war, cspite t knowledge, on 9.3.38, ho acceptcd the appointment as 
Reichsbank President for an additional four ycars. He joyously took part in 
the acquisition of the former Austrian National Rank on 21. 3.30 and cn 726.39 


wrote to Hitlor: 

"From the beginning the Reichsbank has been aware of tho fact 
that a successful foreign policy could be attained only by 
the reconstruction of the German Armed Forces. It therefore 
assumed to a very great wie the rosponsibi lity to finance 
tho rearmament in spite of the inheront d angers to thc 
currency. The justific: atic on thereof was the necessity - which 
pushed all other considerations into tho backeround -= to car: y 
through the armament at once, out of nothing and furthermore 
uncer canouflage ane made a respect - commanding foroign 
poli¢y possibles! 


These words, and others like them, are merely putting in fino phrases 


Schacht's knowledge that, if the proposed victims resisted, Hitler was prepared

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and would be able to plunge into war conditions to achieve his aims. | Schach 


intellect and international position only increased the cynical immorality 


of his crimes, 

lloreover Schacht must fact these facts. The Tribunal has seen the 
evidence of the film which showed his sycophantic trotting beside Hitler and 
smarming over him in 1940. Long before 19l3 he must have known of the 
treatment of the Jews and the reign of terror in occupied countrics. Yet 
until 1943 Schacht remained a ifinistcr without Portfolio and at all events 
lont nis name and weight to this regime of horror, Should anyone be left to 
boast that ho did this with iupunity? 

Funk carricd on Schacht's work. He had already rendered invaluable 
service to the conspirators by his organization of the itinistry of Propaganda. 
From 1938 on he was Minister of Economics, President of the Roichsbank and 
Chicf Plenipotentiary for Economics, mébilising cconomy for aggressive war wol: 
knoing the Nazi plans for aggression. Te find him in evcry ficldj attending 
Gocring's conference on 12 Novembcr 1938, the mccting of the Reich Defense 
Council in Juno 1939, advising on decrees to ! ssued against the Jews at the 
former and tho cmploynont of concontration cmap and slave labor at the latter. 
Tho final proof of the welcome with which he viewed aggression is found in 
his letter to Hitler on tho 25th August 1939, tho day before the invasion of 
Poland had been said to begin; he said: 

"How happy and how grateful wo must be to you to be favored 
to oxporioncc these colossal and world-moving times, and that 
we can contribute to tho trouondous events of those Gays. 
General Fiold Marshal Goering informed me last nipht that 

you - my Fuchrer - have approved in principle the measures 
prevarod by mo for financing tho war, for setting up the wage 
and price system and for carrying out the plan for an 
enorgoncy contribution. 

With the proposals worked out by me regarding a ruthless 
chockine of any unessential consumption and any public 
xpenditure and project not necessary for war, we will be 
able to mect all financial and cconomic demands without 

any sorious reverbcrations." 

His part durine the war needs no further mention than reference to the 
minutes of the Central Planning Board and to his arrangonent with Himmler for 


thc czploitation of the S.S. loot which, as he knew, came in truckloads from 


Auschwitz and the other concentration cans to the vaults of the Roichsbenk, 
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The Tribunal will also remember tnc uscument which shows that his ilinistry of 
Economics rocoived enormous quantities of civilian clothing from these unhappy 
Victins. 

Was Doenitz ignorant, when he addressed to a Navy of sane 600,000 men, a 
speech on the "spreading poison of Jewry"? ^ Doonitz, who thoucht fit to 
circulate to tho Naval War Staff Hitler's directive for dealing with the gencral 
strike at Copenhacon -= "terror should bo mot by terror" - and askcd for 12 3000 
concentration camp workers for the shipyards, rocouucnding collective reprisals 

f similar methods in Franco.

When, thorcforc, he roccivod successive orders to fisht if war resulted 
from Hitlor's forisn policy, hc `. Toy Well that war was a certain risk if 
that policy went awry. Again and avcin he had this warning, first vhon Gcrnany 
left tho Disarmament Conforoneo, avain at thc tino of tho no cotiations for thc 
Naval Acrocnont in 1935, at tho time of tho Rhincland and lator when ho attondod 
the famous Hosbach conforence. He has triod to persuade this Tribunal that he 
o noctines as merc talk, yet wo know that thoy 
heart attack, His old Sorvice comrades, von Bloribers and von 
Fritsch, who wore unwise cnough to object at tho Conferonee which scaled the 
fate of Austria and Qzocnoslovakia, were halt with ina mamer vhich » in his 
ovn worcs, shook his confidence not only in Gocrine but in Hitler as woll. 

Can /tacder have becn ignorant of the murder of thousands of Jews at Libau 
in the Baltic? You will remember the evidence that many were killed in the 
naval port and tho facts reported by Lis naval officors at tho Local Headquarters 
to Kicl. We now know from the report of tho Comando which dealt with the Jews 


of Libau that at the end of Jamacrr ?^'^ icy had accounted for 11,860 in that

of cuilt, 
Papon and, if norcy can survive his record in Ozcchoslovakia, Neurath, 

Like him thoy profossed old f amily and 


professional integrity, factors which carry vith thon a ercat respons ibility 


from which mon liko Ribbon trop and Kalsonbrunner aro free. 
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Within 18 months of puttine Hitler in power Papen knew that Hitler's 
Government meant oppression of oj nents, ill-treatment of the Jews and per- 
secution cf the Churches includine his own, His recent political fricnés 
had been sent to concentration camps or killed, includine men like von 
Schleicher and von Bredow, He hac. himself been arrested, two members of his 
staff killed and another compelle to witness killing. None of these thinzs 
were hidden from von Neurath, yet he remained in office. 

In 1934 Papen was writ. nz sycophantic letters to Hitler and shortly 
afterwards we find him in austria ..orkine for a man he knows to be a murderer 
uncerminin: a re ime fcr which he professed outward friendships Even after 
the Anschluss he was still workin for a regime which he know used murder 
as an insturment of policy anc after losins yet another secretary by murder 
he was ready to accept a post in Turkey. The Concordat with his ovm Church 


which he had himself nezotiated is treated as "a scrap of paper" to use his 


own words, and Catholics from Archbishops to simple believers were outraced, 


He has said 

"Hitler was the zreatest cro_x that ever lived", 
Ihe case for the Prosecution in a sentence is that, knowin# this only t-o 
well, von Papen -ave Hitl.r his su ort and co-operation because his creed 
for power anc office made it "better to rein in Hell than to serve in Heave 

Defence Counsel have sou:ht to portray Papen as an advocate of Peace. 
If he preferred to attain the objects of the conspiracy by the methods of 
assasination, bullyin: ani black, ^1 rather than open war, the reason may 
oe that provikded by him in his own evidence, namely that he feared that : 
"If a World war were to break out, Germany's situation would be hopeless", 

AS to Seyss-Inquart, you will remember Goering's instructions to him 
on the 26th March, 1936, to institute anti-semitic measures in Austria, foll 
wed by the Prozress Report on 12th November by one of his -fficials. As far 
as concerns the Jews in the Netherlands, he admits that he knewthey were 
bein: deported but says he was pe-verless to stop it as it was ordered from 
Berlin. He has further said that iis knew they went to Auschwitz but he says 
he was sent there to enguire about them, was told they were well off and 
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arranzed for them to send mail fr ^ Auschwitz to Holland, It is likely that 
Seyss-lnquart who admits knowled-o ¿f large-scale crimes avainst the Jews in 
the Netherlands, for example 

"a drive to force the Jews to be sterilised", who admits that many 
and grave excesses occurred in the Netherlands concentration camps and indee 
that in wartime he 

"considered that almost inevitable", 
who pleads that in comparison with camps elsewhere 

"it was perhaps not quite s -ad in the Netherlands", 

-is it possible that he was really deceived as he says into thinkine the 
people in auschwitz were 

"comparatively well off" ? 

One comes next to the defen nts Speer and Fritsche who have appeared 
in this trial as experts. Speer has admitted that his responsibility for 
conscription of labour helped to orin, up the total numer of workers under 
him to 14,000,000, He stated tha: when he took over office in February 
192 all the perpetrations or violations cf International Law of which he 
could be accused had already been realised, Nevertheless he went on to say 

"the workers were brouvht into Germany avainst their will. I had no 
objection to their bein brou ht to Germany against their will. On the con- 
trary durin’ the first period unt’? autumn of 1942 I certainly used my ener. 
that as many workers as possible should be brouht to Germany in this mani er 
Further , workers were placed at >s disposal by Sauckel and he was resp.nsi. 
for their allocation prioritios, 

He acknuwled-ed ths receipt cf 1,000,000 Soviet labourers in August 
1912, On hele he cemanded 1,302,000 workers for the comin: year. Speer 


produced no defence of this conse" -tion of labcur but he did assert that 


from 1943 he had supported the retention cf French workers in France, which 


is a nere matter of mitivationg “he moderation of Speer's manner ou^ht not 
hide the fact that this policy, v ch he cheerfully adopted and applied was 
one that meant the most appallin- misery and sufforin: for millions of 


Soviet anc other familes, 
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It displays once avain the complet: disrerard of the fate of other people 
which runs like a sordid thread thrcuzh the evidence in this trial, and no 
moral avakenin» reeardin: the interest of the German people (I repeat "the 
Gerinan People") at the end of th. war, can offset the participation in this 
horrible action, 

With rc-ard to the treatment cf forein workers Speer's «eneral point 
was that the evidence for the Frosecuticn is simply that of indivicual bad 
instances and should not be taker ss the ~eneral condition, If it were the 
-eneral condition he w tid accept responsibility, The Frosecution su nit 
that their evidence, viewed as a whole, is conclusive evidence of cencral 
bad conditions. 

Neurath wh. has told the "r'-unsl that he joined Hitler's Government 
to keep it pe&ce-lovin and respectable, know within a few weeks that the 
Jews wore bein» persecuted, that ve utable forei n papers and reputable Germ 
papers too for that matter were q tin: official ficures of ten to twenty 
thousand internees, He knew that the opposition, the Communists, the Trace- 
Unionists and Social Democrats were bein destr yed as political forces, Th 
Blood Purge followed yet he went on and seconded Hitler in his breaches of 
the Treaty of Versailles, We have the evidence of Faul Schmict that the mur» 
cer of Dollfuss and the atten tec Putsch in Austria sericusly disturbed the 
career personiiel of the Forei-n Office whilst they re varded the Mutual Assis- 
tance Pact between France and the Soviet Union as a further very serious 
warnin. as to the potential consequences of German fereign policye 

"At tnis tine the carecr officials at least expressed their reser ati n 
to the Forei.n Minister Neurathe  » «o nct know whether or net Neurath in 
tumr related these expressions cof concern to Hitler e" 

Yet when Bacca was j-couin- orders about the can. er of showin: "enthusiasm 
for war", von Neurath would have vou Selieve that he had failed to realise 


its -rowthe He, as much as Raeder, saw and took part in the events which 


follcwec, the secret meetin S, the treatment -f von Plorberc an’ von Fritsch, 


he it was at the time cf the Anschiuss who, thou;h no lon cr Fcrei:n Minister 


gave the Sypport.of a name, not yet notably tarnished, to Hitler's action by 
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transmittine untruths in denial of the British Ncte and by reassurin: the 
Czechs, That reassurance cuvht never be f r-.tten -there can be few 
thin s more .rimly cynical than von Neurath. wh. had listened to the Hosback, 
speech solemnly tellin X, Mastny that Hitler would stan! by the Arbitrati: 
Treaty with Czechoslovakia, As soon as Hitler had marched into Prazue, he 
it was wh. became pr stector of Bohemia and Moravia, You have heard his ad- 
mission that he applied all decrees fcr the treatment of the Jews which hac 
appeared in Germany between 1933 and 19B9. 

Fritzsche's work was to oreanise the entire German Press ao that it t 
cane ! a permanent instrument of the Fr pazanda Ministry". Fropasanda was 


most potent factor in all Nazi stratezy. Here in turn that factor made 


all the press its most potent weapon. the fact that he knew and participat 


in the use of his organisation is shown by his attempt to whitewash the 
successive propa anda actions which led up to each of the various arrressi 
mentioned in his afficavit. As he sai. : 

"A11 news checked by me was full .f tendency while not invented", 
It is incredible that when he was called upon time after time to concuct 
what was specifically referrec to as actions and when each time he saw the 
practical results he dic n t realise the dishonesty with which the German 


policy was bein- conducted or that the 
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the Nazi Government was aggressive war. His personal ability as a 
broadcaster cnused him to become virtually an official commentatore To quote 
his own wordss 
"May I add that it is know to me that in thc far cornors of Gorman 
colonics abroad my radio speeches Wcrc, shall we say, the political 
conmonts e" 

Ho has emphasized that in theso comments he had a freo hand. Is it to 
oubted that this was boo^usc ho was prepared to crondeast whatevor lie 
'co5bels wanted? He himsolf says, in dealing with the usos to which his in- 

ilucnoo was put 
osod to sawaken hatred against individuals 
and against systoms." 
You have scen a sample in his broadcast on the Athenine ås carly as 
1940 he broke far enough away from the restraint which he tried to picture in 
the witness hox to call the Polos "under people” and "boast:

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possibility of ombarking on thc orgakization of Europo an? of 
lifting the treasures of this old continent even in tho middle of a 
war, without having to keep millions and millions of German soldiers 
on guard sedal" 

Perhaps the key to the concealment of war crimes by Fritzsche is the 
basic principle of his propagandae 

"But decisive for us for such a nows mechino is not tho detail but 

tho final fundamental basis on which propaganda is built, Decisive 

is the beliof in the purity of the loaders of the Stato on which 

every journalist must relye” 

Fritzsche maintained until practieslly the very end the most excellent 
relations with Dr. Goebbelse When t ribunal consider the picture of total

Goebbels it is difficult to imagine that the wrshi 
borator could have been based on innocent igno 
The prosecution submit that iv is laughable that such a man should try 
persuade you thet it wes in ignorance of these horrors th-t he went on 
cxhorting and persuading the German people to tread the path to their doom, 
Fritzsche shares with Streicher, Rosenberg, Schirach the responsibility for the 
utter degradation of the German people so that "they shut the gates of mercy 
It w:s because of them that such scenes as that in the Jewish 
camotory c WO on thet Sunday morning in October 1939 occurred, when 200 
of Kcitcl's cecent chrmacht soldiers watched without & murmer tho murder of 
thet lorry-loa3 of women and childrene You will remember the story as three 
of them have told its 
"On Saturday evening I heard fron a comrade in my company that on 
that cay u numbcr of lolos had been shot in tho Jowish Camctery. The 
talk ahout these facts wont through the whole Company like li»htninr. 
On the following morning eee I wont to the cemetery at 8 o'clock with 
two df my comra’es from my Companys There I found a great number of 
soldiers belonging to the Companies of our Battalion and also from
